Thbre is a sacredness in a dying wish, which has 
more power than the sternest commands of living ao- 
thorily, or the most earnest entreaties of living love. 
Lest we should err, even slightly, in fulfilling it, we 
treasure up, with scrupulous care, the words and very 
accents in which it has been conveyed. That, we feel, 
must have been, in the mind of the departed, of the 
very first importance, which occupied it at such an 
hour. And while we, therefore, for his sake, eagerly 
and exactly fulfil what we deem to have been the 
strongest desires of his heart, we also, if his words 
have conveyed either command or counsel respecting 
ourselves, regard them as the concentrated expression 
of all his experience, wisdom, and love. A hint, an 
intimation, however faint, of the will, sinks, with the 
weight of a solemn injunction, deeply and permanently 
into the memory ; and we feel as if the lingering 
spirit were following, with anxious eye, the depoisi- 
taries of its requests, to reward or punish their fidelity 
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or lafegkct. Such were the circttmstances in whkh the 
yfior^ at the head of this chapter were spoken by the 
Bor^ Jestis ChriBt. Uttered in the hour of his my»* 
terioua agony, in &U view of the shame and angniali 
dfi.th^ cr()B3, and forming part of the wTeatl3>ag gup«* 
pliiealiott with which he dosed his farewell to ^s 
Igjekymotd disciples, they leave no further proof to be 
dtesired oi the inestimable preciousness ia hig i^ght of 
that whidi fonas their snbject — ^the Tmity-'**^e visAie 
nnit^ of his. people. But, should' other evidence ^m 
that point be required, it is found at onde, in' theriplmte 
wUdk he asaigia them.

attep[ipt will be made to prevent or punish their pre- 
ference of the interests of the Church to those of a 
party. Our hope and prayer is, that the Prince of 
Peace may raise up some one at least from amongst us, 
who, fully penetrated with a sense of duty, and ani- 
mated from on high with a spirit proportioned to the 
mighty and arduous task, will stand forth fumishcid 
with all the gifts and graces needful for its accompli^- 
ment, braving, in the strength of the Lord, the cries 
and insinuations with which he will not fail to be 
assailed, behind and before, by the narrow-minded and 
tlie factious, by sticklers for small items of discipline 
and fragments of truth. 

We five at the period of greatest religious energy 
since the Reformation. Our merely literary periodi- 
cals teem with articles connected with religion to an 
extent of which, twenty years ago^ no one would have 
dreamed. The first years of this period have been 
sadly misspent. £ach sect has been employed in 
teaching its Shibboleth, in magnifying its grievances, 
in giving importance to its distinctive peculiarities. 
Blessed be the Grod of peace, there is now some 
ground to hope that, with the recovered energy of the 
Reformation, we may be enabled to supply its deficien- 
cies and amend its results. Who can look at the dis- 
tracted state of ^' the household of faith," and not feel 
that a second Reformation is required, a Reformation 
which shall restore peace, as the former restored truth ? 
The one Reformation taught us to ''hold the faith," 
the other must teach us to ''keep the unity of the 
Spirit in the bond of peace." 
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
